LONDON, August 29.—Eleven persons died in this 
city from cholera yesterday. 

MADRID, August 29.—There were 3,575 new cases 
of cholera and 1,190 deaths from the{disease repor- 
ted throughout Spain yesterday. 

RoME, August 29 —ITis stated that the suspected 
cases of disease in Liguria are not cholera. The 
entire kingdom of Italy is pronounced to bein a 
healthy condition. 

WASHINGTON, August 29,—Secretary Bayard to- 
day received acablegram saying that cholera had 
broken out at Nagasaki, Japan.

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CANADA’S SCOURGE. 


Eimalpox on the Increase in Montreal—Nam- 
ber of Deaths. 

MONTREAL, August 29,--There were 46 new cases 
of smallpox reported yesterday, only 15 of which 
were authenticated. There were 20 deaths with- 
in the city limits reported, but there do not in- 
clude the interments in the Protestant ceme- 
ter\ returns, tor which are only made up once a 
week. Tkis would not make 4 difference proba- 
bly of more than one and possibly no difference 
at all, as since the outbreak of the disease here 
very few fdeaths irom smalipox have been re- 
ported from imterments inthe Protestant ceme- 

The Indians on the Caughnawaga reserve 
» all been vaccinated within the past few 


There were twenty-one deaths from smallpox 
here today and thirty new cases haye been re- 
ported. Dr. Laberge does not think the fumiga- 
tion of Canada mails, as proposed by the United 
States government, is absolutely necessary, but it 
is not to be commended as a precautionary meas- 
ure.

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A PRBACHER’S DOWNFALL, 


Torn from His Pulpit and Lodged in Jalil 
for Horse Stealing. 

LAWRENCE, Kansas, August 2°.—The sheriff re- 
turned yesterday from Missouri with B. F. Talbott, 
who was placed ih thecounty jail for horse steal- 
ing, committed overa year ago. Talbott was 
found in Callaway county, conducting a series of 
camp meetings, being in chargeoli a circuit of two 
or three surrounding counties, in which work he 
has been engaged for the past nine months, 

He is a mulatto, 28 years of age, is very intelii- 
gentand attended the Methodist Episcopal uni- 
versity at Baldwin City, this county, for two 
years up to June 1884, when he stole a _ team of 
horses and sold them in Warrensburg, Mo, He 
stole two horses there and returning sold them in 
this county. The sheriff found Talbott holding 
forth in acolored church at Boydsyille, and wa 
obliged to tear him from his congregationina 
fainting condition, the brethren and sisters tear- 
fully beseeching the officer ‘‘not to take the broth- 
eraway.’’ Talbott will plead guilty. 


AN AUDITOR’S DBLINQUBNT CLERK, 


Result of the Investigation of Virginia's 
Legislature. 

RIcHMOND, Va., August29,—The legislative com- 
mittee which has been investigating the affairs 
in the office of the auditor oi public accounts, 
made necessary by the defalcation of the first 
clerk, Wm. R. Smith, have concluded their labors 
and placed their report in the hands of the public 
printer. The report shows that the general inves- 
tigation coyered a period of seven years past, but 
the investigation of the indebtedness of 
the banks goes back fifteen years. 
During that time the shortage foots up 
over $141,000, and the state has recovered $51,000 
from delinquents, besides %50,000 given up by 
Smith, who is now in jail awaiting the decision of 
the motion for a new trial, he haying been con- 
victed under one indictment and given two years 
in the penitentiary. There are thirteen other in 
dictments against him. The committee submits 
various recommendations and suggestions in the 
shape of a bill, etc., calculated to insure a better 
and safer management of the financial affairs o! 
the state. The report is very voluminous, cover- 
ing about forty pages.

M’CAFFRBY CONTEST. 


Givento Him on the Cail of a Foul—MoUaffrey’s 
Backers Not Satisfied and Disagrees with the 
Referees’ Decision~-MoCaffrey Chal. 
lenges Sullivan for Another Fight. 


CINCINNATI, August 29.—The Sullivan-McCal- 
frey fight was decided at the end of the sixth 
round in fayor of Sullivan onaccouni ofa foul by 
McCaifrey, allowed by the referee.

A Whitehall Street Saioconist Receivesa Five Dollar 
Counterfeit Gold Piece—He Wants a Detective 
—The Counterfeiter is Not Arrested— 

The Salconists Prints a Card, Eto, 


J, L. Griffin, the saloonist at 97 Whitehall street, 
Created quite asensation at police headquarters 
yesterday morniug, by an ineffectual attempt to 
kill Chief Connolly. 

Griffin’s assault was not entirely unexpected by 
the chief, and that, in all probability, saved his 
life, 

One day in the ear'y part of the past week two 
counterfeit five-dollar goid pieces were thrown 
into circulation in Atlanta. One was received by 
a merchant on Decatur street, and was reported 
by him to Chief Connolly. The 

COUNTERFEIT WAS PASE 
and did not require the examination of an expert 
toshow it. Whenthe piece was shown by the 
merchant to ChiefConnolly he at once detailed 
Patrolman Hitson to look into and if possible 
trace the counterfeit to its source. The patrol- 
man was notlong in ascertaining thata young 
man had passed the piece. On the day following 
the merchant's visit to police 
headquarters a clerk in Griffin’s 4ga- 
loon eccepted in payment for drinks the other 
counterieit, Later in the day Griffin detected the 
counterfeit and repairing to police headquarters 
showed it to the station house keeper and explain- 
ing his possession of it, asked that a detective be 
detailed toarrest the man who shoved it. The 
next day 
GRIFFIN VISITED POLICE HEADQUARTERS 
and asked for Chief Connolly. During the 
conversation that ensued between the chiei and 
Griffin some rough language was used by the lat- 
ter. He accused the chief of being tnactiyve and 
inattentive to business. The chiei told Griffin 
that ancilicer had been detailed to investigate a 
case similar to his and that

Chief Connally, however, paid no attention to 
the card. ‘he ext cay, which was 
Friday last, _ Griffin publicly pro- 
claimed that he intenced to kill tne chief, 
He repeated the assertion several times 
acd finally some one carried it to the chiei. Early 
yesterday morning Chief Connolly received a 
message notifying bim that Griffin had threat- 
ened to kill him before dinner. The chiei was 
then at police headquarters pemeerne for the 
session of police court. About half ne nine a 
boy entered the stationhouse hurriedly and in an 
excited manner asked for Chief Connolly, 
TO WHOM HE HANDED A NOTE, 

The note wasfrom thechief’s brother, whois 
cornected with Peter Lynchon Whitehall, and 
staicd that Griffin had just leit his saloon saying 
that he was going to police headquarters to kill 
Connolly. Soon after receiving the note the chie!

brake, a home. 

That home has since become famous as the res- 
idence of Colonel Davis, of Mexican war fame, 

Of Governor Davis, 

Of Senator Davis, 

Oi Secretary of-war Davis, and 

Of President Jefferson Davis. 

Here, again, after having experienced the {all 
bouyancy of youth, after haying drank oj politics 
and public affairs to their brim, Jeflerson Dayis 
returus, a peaceiul old man, enjoying his books 
and flowers, and cheered by the companionship 
ol those who througha lifetime have never failed 
in theirsympathy nor lessened their support,

of Jeflerson Davis, who tiortunately hap- 
pered to be present, your correspondent soon 
lound himsel! the listener to incidents of great 
interest in the life of the great southern chiel, 

“You will,’ said Captain Hughes, ‘‘when you 
arrive at Brierfield, find{Mr. Davisin the homeo 
his youth, from which he went to offices of 
state and republic. When he returned from the 
army, he bought Brierficid, then a forest, in order 
to be adjoining his brother Joe, who owned the 
Hurricane. You will find there wateroags, plant: 
ed there on the day when Mr. Dayis first brought 
home his bride, the shade of whose limbs now 
cover balfan acre. You willltind a mule, called 
Old Stump, which has worked in the field there 
ever since 1549, and whichis nowover thirty-nine 
years ofage. You will find the place [uil oi remli- 
niscences which wiil interest 

AS TO MR, DA 

“What about Mr. Davis, personally 

“Heis in the finest health imaginable. I am 
the manager of lis plantations, and his business 
partner in the firm of N. 
Davis being the company, 
clogest relations with him, 
out, Brierfleld was left in the 
overseers, and when the siege of Vicksburg t 
this section into the hands oi the federais, hun- 
dreds of vandals began ransacking the historic 
bome. Books and papers were stolen without re- 
gard to their character. The elaborate marbie 
mantlepieces were broken into fragments for 
relics. Windowglass were broken, and, in fact, 
nothing but the shell was left. The house was 
then taken possession of by several families ol! 
negroes who, in strange keeping with the ne 
order of things, changed the public road from the 
front to the resr of the house, so that when 
you go up there you will find the fronts 
thus reversed. This incident'is an index to negro 
character, for notwithstanding that they were in 
full possession they still loitered around the back 
door. Four years ego, at Mr. Davis’ solicitation, I 
assumed charge of his plantations, and during the 
last spring I had the Brierfield mansion renovated, 
and occupied it with my family. It was a pleas- 
ant surprise to Mr. and Mrs. Davis, therefore, on 
their arrival a couple of days since, when I 
brought them over to their old home, where they 
found their old chamber awaiting them just as it 
did on their periodical returns from Washington 
before the war. Mrs. Davis was delightedaud Mr, 
Davistat upon the old front verandah, and for 
fully an hour looked upon the familiar scene,’’ 

“Did he see much to recall the past?”’ 

“The same old trees waving their 
brancbes above him, the same  famil- 
iar sky, the same soft breezes from the Mississip- 
pi, but otherwise sc sadly changed. When Mr. 
Davis was secretary of war, he had many exotic 
plants sent down to Brierfeld, which were tended 
with great care, Through the lawn in front ran 
many deer, which were tame “at his approach. 
All of these evidences of taste were gone. Onze 
thing which pained him much was the destruc- 
tion of the original log house in avhich he spent 
his first two or three years in the forest. He had 
build the house with hisown hands. When the 
mansion was erected he still cherished a fondness 
for the old cabin, and expressed his wish that it 
should be allowed to stand until decayed by the 
forces of nature. Just before I assumed charge, 
some of the hands on the place tore the building 
down because they thought it unsightly. having 
no knowledge of its intrinsic worth to Mr. Davis. 

“What about Mr. Davis's daily life?” 

“He is a man of studious habijs, at 

same time devoted to the field. He rise 
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about nine o’clock in the morning, reads his mall 
and answers it, then devotes the rest of the day to 
receiving visitors, riding over the farm, and en- 
joying the works of nature. He is a skillful euchre 
plsyer, When several neighbors drop in for the 
evening, Mr.and Mrs. Davis both enter into the 
game with zest, and thusthe hoursare whiled 
away. Yesterday a gentleman rode up to the 
store, and inquired: 

“*Where is Mr. Dayis” 

*'*Heis riding over the farm.’ 

“*When will he be in?’ 

***It will not be long. Alight and wait for him.’ 

“Fortwo hours he waited. The dinner bell rapg 
and still he delayed. Latera horseman wasseen 
in the distance, in whom was recognized Jefferson 
Davis, who sat upon the fiery steed 
with the same. grace with which he 
roce into the shot and shell of Buena Vista. Draw- 
ipg upin frontofthe store he sprang from the 
saddie with the agility of youth, and ‘greeted his 
astonished visitor with hearty good humor, which 
bespoke for him certainly ten years more of life, 

MR. DAVIS AND HIS NEGROES. 

‘Turning to me wistfully,” continued Oaptain 
Hughes, ‘‘Mr. Davis said: 

‘Captain, it hardly looks like home withso 
meny of the old faces gone. We must get them 
back.’ 

‘Mr. Davis's reference was to his old slaves, so 
mapy Ci whom went to Arkansason account of 
Jest year’s floods. Mr. Day!s had between four and 
five hun¢red slaves before the war. He was a kind 
master, and the slaves were tenderly attached to 
him. The old Christmas holidays and barbecues, 
which he used to give them are stil! a tradi- 
tion iu all this country, and wonderful stories of 
that day are related by the older to the younger 
negroes. Mr. Davis's first instructions to me on 
coming here was to set aside five acres apiece for 
each of the faithful slayes who had remained on 
ihe piantation, to have the ground broken for the 
crops every year, and to build on each a substan- 
tial home, These instructions I have complied 
with, and thus you will see how practical the 
president of the late confederacy is in the treat- 
ment of the colored people. The heavy overflows 
of the last two years, however, sadly discouraged 
the negroes, and many of them took boats and 
webtupto Arkansas. They have been writing to 
Mr. Davis the last few weeks, begging him to bring 
them back, and itis highlv probable that he will 
do £0. QOne characteristic of Mr. Dayis’s 
negroes was the with wiuich 
beembued them, Last year when Mr. Davis vis- 
ited Brierfield, Old Aunt Fannie Cannagan, rush- 
ing up to him, said: 

‘**Mas’ Davis, I nebber axed Mas’ Hughes for 
anuytbing ontweill I seed de bolls done out, an'den, 
please God, I knowec I'd be able to pay him.’ 

“Aunt Cannsgan is a yenerable old negress, 
whose descendants are numbered by the hundred. 
[It was principal'y amore them that the exodus of 
last yearoccurred. When Aunt Cannagan was 
about stepping on the boat to leave with them, I 
said to he! 

‘Aunt Cannagan, what shalli tellold master 
for you.’ 

*‘T lub him! I lub him!’ exclaimed the excited 
old creature, ‘I pray for him ebery day dat I lives. 
But my cbhillun isa gwine, an’ ole granny must 
follow! 

‘*Aunt Cannagan now lives on the plantation of 
Colonel Neal, in Jeflerson county, Arkansas, and 
is having letters written every day to Mr. Dayis, 
begging him torend forher, It is curious to ob 
serve the commotion which is created among the 
negroes here when l announce tothem the date 
of Mr, Davis’s anuual visit. They look forward to 
it as a great event, crowd upon the landing at 
Ursino, press around him with exclamations of 
regard, iollow him out to his home, seyen miles 
distant, aud take possession of the house so that 
white people must Stand aside until the colored 
people have all received a word of recognition, 
The old man enjoys these marks of love, and is 
never tired extending to these dependent people 
words of apmpathy ci: nilvleseomc adViCE, 

“For a man of seventy-eight,’’ broke Im 
a listener, “Mr, Dayis is the spriest I 
ever saw. One day last year he asked me to go to 
his Tensas plantation, fourteen miies distant. I 
went, and was fagged out in trying to keep up 
sith him while walking over the lands. He came 
back to the carriage as lively as ever, and though 
a heavy rain was falling, upon our return he 
kept me conyulsed by relating anecdotes.”’ 

“Sis memory, too,”’ interposed Captain Shaw, 
‘isremarkalble, Fifteen yearsago, when but a 
little boy.I was'taken on|board the steamer Natches 
by my uncle, who served in Forest's cavalry. Mr, 
Davis was on board, and after speaking to my 
uncle patted me on the head, From that day un- 
til the date of Mr. Davis’ trip here this week I 
neversaw him. Assoon asl approached him he 
arose and said: 

‘“°T have seen you’ before, captain, how are 
you ’ 

“We then feH into conversation, in which Mr, 
Davis repeated with wonderful accuracy all the 
events of that night fifteen years asco, 
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AVIS’ CAPTURE AND IMPRISONMENT. 

The conversation then turned upon the capture 
of Mr. Davis near Macon, and his imprisonment 
in Fort Monroe, The gentlemen present being 
household friends of Mr. Davis, having the story 
of these events direct from his lips, were enabled 
to speak with authority upon the questions asked 
them. Forthesake of greater brevity, their reve- 
lations will be grouped together as one Story. 

The events of the period told so deeply upon 
Mr. Davis's nervous system that their discussion 
before him, even now, will throw him into a yio- 
lent prostration, Thus it is necessary that in con- 
versation with him that none of these unpleasant 
issues should be broached. In writing his 
book upon the war, Mr. Davis disposed of politics 
and controversy, and regards the whole subject as 
closed. He feels that the north has concentrated 
and contracted its whole hate upon his shoulders, 
and if that concentration should relieve the people 
ofthe south irom any of their burdens,he .is con- 
tent thatitshould doso, Hislife is now oneol 
pastoral ease, confined to the study of nature and 
literature. The persecutions of careless scribes 
have followed him evenin his retreat, and his 
family are almost daily the recipients of insulting 
letters aud papers, in which his death is wished 
for, and various punishments predicted. The 
most ingenious devices are exhausted to get these 
insults under the eye of Mr. Davis, but his watch- 
ful friends are very careful to see that such ob- 
jectionable matters never attain their end. 

Among the latest articles of this class is the 
statement of Lieutenant Isgrigg, of Major Gen- 
eral Wilson's staff, at areunion of the 77th Indi- 
ava regiment, held in Indianapolis on the lith of 
Aveust. I:grigg alleged that he was provost mar- 
shalof Maconon the day of Mr. Davis's capture 
below the city, and in stating the events of the 
day said: 

“T went out to the line of my jurisdiction to re- 
ceive Davis. Two milesand a half from Macon 
be became my prisoner,and I brought him into 
the city in an old iarm wagon, It was a vehicie 
with a great deal to condemn it in the way of un- 
sightliness. It had weakness all over it, but su ffi- 
cient strength to hold Jefferson Davis, myself and 
his secretary. The rebel chief sat between us, 
and over his head from a pole fixed to 
the seat hung the hoop-skirt, calico 
wrapper and an old straw hood, which formed 
his dirguise when captured. Davis bore himself 
with the fortitude of a brave man in trouble. 
He was courteous to me and to the guard, talked 
freely on every question but that relating to the 
resuitof the war. When we stopped at the Inter- 
national hotel and were aboutto get out ol 
the wagon Captain Thompson, of the ith Indiana 
Cavalry, drew his revolver to fire at Davis lsaw 
bis movement and struck the weapon with my 
erm. The bullet tore my coatand shirt. At the 
moment Davis. seeing Thompson's purpose, Ct 
out. “For Go's sake, page Smee save i 
I got the prisoner ont oi the wagon an 
botel with a good deal of alacrity. Aiter that I 
never met Davis untilIlsaw bim at a Louisville 
bote] in 1872. He recognized me and approached 
and seid: ‘‘I must thank you @ ian, ifontense: 
Iserigeg, for saving my life. ore this 
received a letter of thanks from him. i 

‘That story,” exclaimed Captain Hughes, “is 
absolutely false.’’ 

The other gentlemen present, all acquainty 
with the frue history of the affair, as vou 
by these post concerned, concurred in det 
ing the wiple story. ‘Mr. and Mrs. Davis 
course, irgretreat, and were surrounded, 
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was subject to violent attacks of neuralgia, and it 
taxed the wifely devotion of Mrs. Davis to find 
him relief from his pains, and to prevent their re- 
currence. When the party had camped in Irwin 
county under three large trees, which were shat- 
tered by lightning a couple of years ago,the voices 
ofmenandthe noise of tramping horses were 
heard outside. Mr. Davis rushed out, intent upon 
protecting those under his charce, when he found 
bimséelfiin the hands of the First Wisconsin and 
the Second Michigan cavairy. As hestepped out of 
the tent Mrs. Davis, mindful of his ailing, and the 
damp atmorphere of the place, through her man- 
tle over his head and shoulders. A moment later 
{ge intruders were at the entrance to the tent, 
when they were held at bay by Mrs. Davis, who 
was armed, and forbade their entry. Superior 
Gflicers coming up, the capture was completed, 
andthe party set out for Macon, Mr. Davis still 
escorting bis wife, and bearirg himself as the 
fame brave man who had distinguished himself 
upen tbe field of Buena Vista. The idea of his 
throwing up his hande and begging for his life is 
absurd and preposterous, 

“It was not, however, until he found himself in 
Fort Monroe,’ said one of the speakers, ‘‘that the 
fullinismy of the federal officers was exhibited. 
The personal indignities to which Mr. Davis was 
there subjected, have never yet beentold in 
ali their hideousnets, and for the honor of the 
American name, never will be told by him. An 
old man, broken down by disease, oppressed by 
defeat, with no future in sight, with his whole 
people in sackcloth and ashes,a million of men for 
his jailers, yet they thought it necessary not only 
to manacie him, but to weld the fetters around 
his wrists. General Miles exceeded the brutality 
oi Nero iu devising plans for the tortureand iis- 
comfort of his prisoner. It wasonly when Gen- 
etal Burton assumed command that Mr. Davis 
found some amelioration of his condition. That 
officer felt ashamed that the power of a great na- 
tion should have been used for the térture of one 
weak man whose age and infirmities 
had rcmoved him from longer pub- 
lic life. It wasin reply to a statement made to 
General Grant by General Burton of these iacts, 
that the former wrote: ‘‘You are right. Our gov- 
ernment wished to crush the rebellion, but not to 
torment subcued enemies. The people of the 
north donot wish to torment the people of the 
south.’’ 

“Do you not know,” said another, “That Davis 
aione, of the leaders of the war, survives, They 
were Lincoln and Grant, Davisand Lee. Lincoln 
aud Davis as presidents of the opposing sections, 
were the heacs of their respective sides. Grant 
and Lee as the chosen commanders, tugged against 
each other in the field of carnage, while Lincoln 
and Davis urged them on. Lincoln fell by the 
assassin’s bullet. Lee sank quietly to rest in hon- 
Orable retreat. Grant has just been laid away in 
Riverside, and Davis alone of that great quartette 
survives. Thestory of stillanother quartette is 
equally as interesting. In February, 1861, fou: 
men entered s carriage in tront of the Exchange 
hotel in Montgomery, Ala. Thousands of people 
crowded around it, and the cheers of anew born 
nation greeted its executive leaders. The four 
men were President Jefferson Davis, vice-Prasi- 
dent Alexander H. Stephens, Governor Moore and 
Honorable Howell! Cobb, president of the confed- 
erate states senate. They were on their way to 
the capitol for the purpose of taking the oaths of 
office. Of those all are dead save Mr, Davis, and 
the driver, Henry Moore, who still plies his yoca- 
tion as a hackdriver in Moutgomery. The old car- 
riage has been retired from service, and is shown 
to‘curious visitors. It was made in New Haven, 
was brought to Monigumery by the late James 
Fountain, and is now the property of Mrs. Par- 
ker,”

By this time the blowing of the whistle an 
nounced our artivalat Ursino. Upon the banks 
were the usual number of negroes assembled to 
receive freight, or to see the passing ship. Two 
orses in eaddle were tiled to an adjuluing tree, 
movutinpg which your correspondent and his com- 
fanion rode through briars and forests and cotton 
fields which might as well have been forests, so 
tall their stalks and thick their fruitage, until, the 
sun being now two hours high, the mansion of 
Brierfield was seen in the distance. After passing 
the last gatesofthe creat plantation, a halt was 
mace fora moment in front of the little white 
painted church in which Mr, Davis’ colored peo- 
ple worship. Further on were the old time quar- 
ters, many of them empty and cesolate. Imasgi- 
nation easily recalled thedays whenthese house; 
were full, the yarcds full of prattling children, the 
parents working honestly for their master, and 
their master morea patriarch among those de- 
pendant upon him than a slave owneramong his 
chattels. A little further on and we drew up in 
front—or more properly speaking in the rear—of 
Buierfield mansion. Through the open hall doors 
at the far end, could be seen the venerable couple, 
who cannot bring their minds to look upon the 
change of front with favor. They recall the old 
days best, looking out where the road ran in the 
days of long ago, and there they sit 
from day to day enjoying the happy treat which 
the though{iulness oi Captain Hughes had proyl- 
ded for them, of spending their visit under the 
old, old roof, 

As the correspondent ascended the door steps 
he was met by Mr. Davis,by whom he was greeted 
most kindly. Buta momentof explanation was 
necessary, when an introduction to Mrs, Dayis 
added another to the little group, 

Mr, Davis was dressed in a black alpaca suit, He 
stood erect, witha firm position. When he sat 
down upon the deerskin chair, which is his favor- 
ite, it wasinan upright position, his shoulders 
welltbrown back, one hand restingin the other, 
and both called into play as, through conversa- 
ticn, he used them in graceful gesture. His 
face furnished a pleasant disappointment. His 
pictures civeone the idea ofa dark-visaged, dys 
peptic man, of hard face and unapproachable 
manners, On the contrary the original shows 
kind.y eyes,a fair face and a mouth wreathed iu 
a gentile smile, so engaging as to dispell the idea 
ol difference in station. In fact, during the four 
hours spent in his presence, this kindly smile and 
pleasing manner neyer left him. In his conversa- 
tion, too,thesame fact was noticed.’ O![ those whose 
conduct in the war did not entitle them to his re- 
spect, he spoke in terms of kindly interest, re- 
membering only the good that wasinthem. He 
spokeasa man at peace with the world, as one 
who bad forgiven whatever wrongs of whick& he 
might have been the victim, as one in the even- 
ing of life, watching the setting of the sun behind 
the many colored clouds, his cheeks fanned by 
gentie breezes and his thoughts dwelling upon 
nature and nature’s God, What a beautiful old 
age itisto which this venerable man has been 
spared aftersuch a life of storm and turmoil. 

Mis. Davis, whose social qualities will be remem- 
bered by the brilliant society in Richmond of 
which she was for three years the center, looked 
in excellent health. She isa lady of stout stature, 
and her face shows at once decision and womanly 
character. In conversation she was quick, intel- 
ligent and extremly thonghtful, censuring none, 
mindful of those who had befriended her family 
in the days cf trial, and evincing great interestin 
the families of the men who had fallen for the 
confederacy. 


Mr. Davis said that he had left the war behind 
him, and with it public life; he courted the priva- 
cy ofhis home,and did not intend to be drawn 
into controversial topics; hence what he said 
upon events leading to the war, concerning the 
war itself, and events following is as a sealed 
beok, and must remain closed forever, so far as 
your correspondent ly cencermesd eless 
he conversed pleas 
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she continued, ‘‘that the proposed statue to him 
should be in a recumbent position. It isso digni- 
fied and represents his sleeping power.” 

“Ab,"’ replied Mr. Davis, ‘‘a statuein action, 
such asthat of Patrick Henry,in Richmond, can 
not be surpassed for expression.” 

“And yet,”’ resumed Mrs. Davis, ‘‘the eye be- 
comes fatigued as it looks upon an active posture 
which is never changed, while you can look upon 
the recumbent statue of Lee for hours.”’ 

“Very true,’’ said Mr, Davis, ‘‘that is the statue 
oi a man at rest, whose work is finished. That of 
Patrick Henry isat his work, appealing to the 
people. In looking uponeither, my mind runs 
beck to the occasion. As to Mr. Hill, im his ‘Notes 
Upon the Situation,’ is due the present resurrec~ 
tion of the people, he should be remembered as 
in action.”’ 

Mr. Davis’s favorite author is Sir Walter Scott. 
scott's great power of describing objects in 
motion, and the scenery in which his plots are 
laid are so truthful and realistic as to 
make their recegnition easy to the traveler who 
visitsthem. Among poets he regards Byron the 
greatest. The striking feature of Byron is that 
whenever he renders a quotation from 
the classics he always improves it s0 
much as to become his own. Other 
authors bave always failed in this regard. Moore 
is the perfection of harmony, while Burns ex- 
presses humen feeling. The three—Byron, Moore 
and Burrns—make a complete combination. Bul- 
wer, 2mong meccernu novelists, is perhaps the 
greatest. He is the Only novelist whose style 
charged with age—his Last of the Barons being as 
cifferent in every respect from Pelham as though 
written by different persons, The only 
connecting link between the successive 
works is the retention of the alchemist as the 
mysterious character of his successive works, 

Passing then to industrial questions hesaid that 
the greatest Ganger to the country in the futare is 
ihe vast aggregation of wealth im single hands, 
Primogeniture was abolished as a remedy for that 
evilintimes past. Now large fortunes—beyond 
the power of the owneis to spend—can be accn- 
mulated inone life. Agrarianism as a remedy 
would be a greater curse than the evil itself. 

As tothe cifects of increased knowledge, he 
found a difference between e¢ ucation and wisdom. 
‘‘T have known,’’ said Mr. Davis, ‘‘wise men who 
were rot learned, and learned men who were not 
very wise. A man’s discretion cannot be gauged by 
bis knowledge. The Scotch are a people of great 
knowledge,yet in many parts of Mississippi where 
cok knowledge is lacking, the people are always 
wise in their conclusions, not always able to give 
the rearons therefor, yet none the less wise."’ 

Cne more topic your correspondent takes 
the liberty of giving, since itshows Mr. Davis in 
the light of aclose Biblestucdient. Referring tothe 
revised ecition. he did not seethat the revisers 
had removed the few material errors which were 
to be found in the King James edition, yet they 
had made many changes Which only shocked the 
conservative conscience of Bible readers, while 

he change was productive of 

no corresponding good in the 
text. For instance, where the King James ver- 
tion says, “The Lord God spake unto Moses and 
said,’’ the revised edition makes it: ‘“‘The Lord 
said unto Moses.’’ Now this ismerely a change of 
expression without chapgipg the meaning, and 
therefore unneceasary. 

It was thus, with easy changes from one topic to 
the other, always ‘taking loity views, that Mr. 
Davis talked for four hours. It was aconversation 
to which the whole south would have listened 
with interest, and only inability to give it in Mr. 
Davis's pure phraseology compels forbearance, 

THE VISIT SUMMED UP. 

To putiu a few words my impressions gathered 
at the two homes of Mr. Davis will require but a 
few words, Mr. Davis isseventy-eight years old, 
in the best of health, cheerful, contented aad 
hopeful. Mrs. Davis, the admirable wife 
of a noble gentleman, is also happy in the 
love of her buswvand and the sympathy which she 
receives {rosa every Mau and woman tu the south, 
They bave two children, the eldest being the wife 
of Mr. Hayes, of Colorado, herself the mother of 
three. The second, Miss Winnie Davis, is at 
home, and a sourceof comfort and joy to her 
parents. Their home at Beauvior is a charm- 
ing retreat, retired from the 
bustle of the world, yet cheered 
by the visits of northern friends, southern sympa- 
thisers and confederate veterans. Their home 
here, Brierfield, is a long, single story white 
building, with wings at either end in the shape of 
a double T, with verandahs between supported by 
heavy columns, and painted entirely in white. 
There is a plantation of twenty- 
four hundred acres, the richest of 
Mississippi bottoms, from which Captain 
Hughes says 600 bales of cotton will be gathered 
thisyear. Mr, Davis generally visits this place 
twice a year to look after his interests. Whether 
here or at Beauvoir Mr, Davis is equally accessible 
to his neighbors, kind, gentle and courteous, a 
king among men without assertion, a Christian 
without hypocrisy, a brave man,a true mau, a 
man whose name will grow in  obrightness, 
as the secenes with which he was con- 
nected are cleared from the smoke of prejudice. 
He loves his God, his country, his people: he is 
attached to his convictions, honest in his views, 
Christian in his judgments, and atali times main. 
tains the dignity of a perfect man cast in theo'n

Our readers will be glad to know that the 
ceclining years of this illustrious man are 
full of pleasantness and peace, and that his 
lines at last are cast in quiet places. In 
ppite of all things, Mr. Davis holds, and will 
bold in larger measurethan any man liy- 
ing or dead, the love of the southern people. 
He was the chosen leader of the cause to 
which they pledged their property, their 
lives and their sacred honor, and he served 
them with perfect couregeanddeyotion. In 
victory and defeat alike, he was dauntless 
and unselfish,and when the end came, ac- 
cepted with dignity the consequences of his 
leadership.

CONSTITUTION ALS. 


General Gossip and Editorial Ehort Stops 
Caught on the Kuan, 

If “Constitutionals’’ arein order from Cumber- 
land island, why are they not from Nantucket 
island, which receives in common fashion the 
long wash of acommon stormy sea? We are told 
in season and out of season that sectional lines are 
abolished, and ‘‘constitutionals’”’ from one end of 
the line must, therefore, be as constitutional as 
from the other. 


To begin with, where is Nantucket? 

You go to New Bedford as best as you can—old- 
fasbioned whaling New Bedford, rendezvous of 
yachtmen. Crossing Buzzards’ bay, generally ina 
fog, we touch at Wood’s Hole (not Wood's Holl, as 
the latest geographers haye it) where we 
take on an additional crowd of people from 
Boston, which is ashort wor4 forall New England. 
We have all sortsand conditions of people on 
board, and the boat is crowded. But we soon 
stop at Cottage City and Oak Bluffs, at the Vine- 
yard, as Martha's famous island is called in this 
section, and there is a parting of people. Denom- 
inationally speaking, the Methodists and Bap- 
tists go ashore for their great summer assem bla- 
ges near the landings, leaving the Presbyterians 
and Episcopalians on board. A stray Congrega- 
tionalist or Unitarian may remain, but asa rule, 
the Episcopalians arethe most numerous, the 
Presbyterians next, with the Agnostics probably a 
good third. Butsectarian differences have little 
relation to crisp breezes and a flowing sea, or the 
jaunty soft wool hats of fresh faced expectant 
girls who leave the shelter of the cabin to form 
pictures whose setting consists of 
strong fellows in flannel shirts and 
kinckerbockers. After we get clear of the 
Vineyard, we are at sea sure enough. We 
seem to be nosing around for a hillof sand; and 
about sunset the keenest eyes do see away off on 
the horizon alow line of something of a fixed 
nature, which soon materializes without rising far 
out ofthe seainto Nantucket-an island about 
fifteen miles long and five miles wide, lying even 
beyond Cape Cod, and known farand wide as the 
tip end of yankee land. 

We have reached Nantucket town, once the seat 
of whaling enterprises anda townofmore than 
ten thousand prosperous people, but now shrunk- 
en to one third that number, whocatch fish and 
wait for wrecks and salvage in the winter, and for 
‘strangers’ or ‘‘off-islanders’’ inthe summer, It 
presents on the curving hillslope a handsome ap- 
pearance ss we sail in, its great hotels 
ablaze from top to bottom, and its 
population, both native and visitor, atthe wharf 
to see its only line of communication with the 
‘continent’’ comein. Thetownis, however, on 
a landlocked bay, andas we are not seeking a 
mill-pond, even it be salty, we step into a railroad 
car, the likes of which exists nowhere else in 
this world, and are soon set down in Sconset. 
Sconset’s nearest eastern nejchboris Africa, and 
away to the south there is no Jand short of the 
South Pole, unless it be an outlying key or islet of 
tLe West India collection. 

“Why do college professors and men with com- 
fortable bank accounts and weary brain-workers 
come from nearly every considerable town in the 
country to fill the cottages in the iar-away and 
quaint old fishing town?’’ 

The old fishing town is still the beart o! Sconset, 
and its streets are as Darrow as ever,and not a law 
of the cottages retain their ancient flavor and di 
minutive proportions ;but on either hand are new 
end, of course, more pretentious cottages. Theie 
are not, however, of the Newport pattern, and old 
Sconset retains its popularity; its one pumpsup- 
plies all the drinking water of the town, and its 
handful of permanent Sivveitehre stilt wal. essen’ 
tial part of thegijmmer community. But people 
do not Comfto Sconset because of either Old or 


NEW ECM set ; they come becaus2 warm water and 
@ COOl air meet here, as they do not elsepyhere 
meet along our entire coast line. Thisis e broad 
assertion, but the facts sustain it. Sconset is only 
thirty or, atthe outside, forty miles from the 
warm water of the guli stream—nearer than 
any other pointon our coast, except possibly a 

tretch along the Florida coast, The water is 
warmer here than at Cape May—absolutely 
warmer. Warmer water may be found below 
Fortress Monroe,but not north of it. Rival beaches 
may challenge the statement, but it will stand 
nevertheless. The water warm; the east 
wind, bracing and the sou’west wind, soit and 
wooing. There are no fine drives here, no iron 
pier, no Gilmore, no cottages that cost a iortune, 
no catino, no polo, nofussand feathers of any 
kind. There is rest and health in the air, pleasure 
in the water, and ease and peace and many whist 
parties in the quaint cottages. We went last Sun- 
Gay in flannel] shirts to hear our fellow-citizen ofa 
summer, Moses Coit Tyler, preach;a dude in a 
cClaw- hammer is unknown, and living is reduced 
or rather elevated to the realm of comfort and 
common senere, 

The bathing hour is eleven o’clock, because it is 
the warmest hovroi theday. The sun is not 
nceeced to warm the great breakers, but it is wel- 
come to the bathers when they leave the surf, 
After the bath, which consumes, including a 
send bath anda vigorous towel fight with the 
clinging sand and kelpabout two hours, comes 
dinner, and it must needs be a substantial one 
Each cottage has a tent or ra'hera ‘‘fly’’ or awn- 
ing at the edge of the surf, and thither he 
repairs after dinner to get the greatest luxury of 
the age—an alter dinner nap in a hammock to the 
Ceep’bass of the ceaseless sea. It may then be five 
o'clock, and the rest of the day is devoted to whist 
or a search for huckleberries, or for golden rod or 
geome other feature of the peculiar flora ofthe 
island, or to a stroil along thecliff to Sankaty. 

Sankaty light isamile anda halfto the north- 
ward, on a cliff one hundred feet high. it Is one 
of the great lights of ourcoast. Its steady light 
can be seen twenty miles away, and its flash which 
occurs every minute greets the mariner forty 
milesaway. Out on the dangerous rips isa light- 
ship, and when the officer on the bridge of an in- 
ward bound ocean vessel sees the lightship and 
Sapkaty light in line, he knows just how tar he is 
from port, and just bow to sail outsideo! the chain 
of islands that stretch away to the entrance 
of New_York harbor. If he misses Sankaty 
light he has to sail along until some 
other light or landmark appeais. There is no 
light so weicome to the sailor who has crossed the 
great ferry as the light thatshines from Saukaty 
Head. 


The lighthouse is kept by two ex-toilers of the 
sea. Each hasa family comtortably housed at 
the foot of the tower, and allsummer along they 
live in clover, surrounded by their tlocksof hand- 
some fowls, and entertained by as well as enter 
taining the tide of summer visitors. “But in 
winter—”’ the keeper did not finish the sentence, 
Then itisthat ice comes that dims the light 
which must be maintained at all hazards, and the 
east wind blows so strong that it is almost a ques. 
tion of life and Ceath to go outsidethe glass case 
of the lantern to remove the drift of thestorm. If 
| the weather is thick innumerable 
birds bombard the lighthouse—great Pherons 
and other sea fowl, including now and then a poor 
little misguided Mother Carey chicken. Duck and 
snipe are the most bumerous, andthe number 
killed in a single night, and the noise they made, 
constitute onejof the stories that visitors are 
sometimes inclined to disbelieve. The glass case 
is five-vightbs of aninuch thick, yet itis often 
broken by the birds that are lured to their death 
by the lamp within. 

There are, it is true no fine drives, but the entire 
island isas fulloi roadsasthe country abouta 
greatarmy. There are rutsin the sand for the 
wheels and a track for the single horse that draws 
the insalar vehicle. Between are strips of grass 
and daisies, wild roses and heather, and other 
growths of the thin ‘soil. The roads lead here, 
there and everywhere. There are very few farms, 
and when cne# found, the wonder is, how the 
farmem contrifes to get a living from the

IN MEMORIAM, 


KELLY BONNELL~-was born at Forsyth, Ga.. 
on the 9th day of August, 1849, and died in the 
city of Atlanta, on the 9th day of August,1885—his 
36th bivthday. 

He was well known in this city, and many who 
knew his kind and generous disposition experience 
& feeling of serious regret, not only at his death, 
but also at the long and painful illness which pre- 
ceded it, The circumstances of his sickness and 
death are known to comparatively few per- 
sons, and few know how completely 
faith in Christ, the peace of God which passeth all 
understanding, and the hope of Heaven enabled 
tim to endure the dreadful suffering of his 
protracted illness, and to face death with tri- 
um phant calmness. 

Up tothe lastfew months of his life, Kelly 
Bonnell was em phatically a man of the world. and 
he drank the cup oi vice to its bitter dregs. 

Early last spring he was led by the grace of God 
to turn from his sins, and with repentance and 
faith to give his heart to Christ. 

From that time until his death he rejoiced in 
the hope of salvation, giving at all times to those 
with whom he conversed the strongest and most 
beautiful evidence that he had indeed ** passed 
from death unto life,”’ and was a child of God. 
It was my privilege to visit him in company with 
two friends afew days before he died. I shall 
never forget the strong faith, sweet hope, and love 
oi Christ that was exhibited in his conversation, 
and in his manner of talking about religion, and 
the life beyond the grave, 

It is to be regretted that more of the old com- 
panions of his past life could not have seen him at 
that time and heard his witness of the consolation 
of a sinner who bas come to Jesus, of the wender- 
ful goodness of God, and of the power of the relig- 
ion of Christ in bringing triumph and glory out 
oO! a sickness and death like his. 

If this obituary notice should meet the eye of 
any one who knew Kelly Bonnell as a ‘‘champion 
billiard player,’’ and a frequenter of barrooms, let 
me say to such an one that Kelly turned from that 
life, bitterly regretted it,repented of it,and died in 
the full assurance that he had been forgiven; the 
history of his last days and hours is an earnest call 
to you to seek Christ ‘‘who is able to save to the 
uttermost all who come to God by Him.” It is 
to be regretted also, that more Christian people 
did not enjoy the privilege of witnessing the 
strong faith, love of God and perfect trust in 
Christ with which this brother was blest. It 
Strengthened my faith toseeit,and I believe it 
would have strengthened the faith and comforted 
the heart of any one who loves the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Kelly was very fond of certain hymns,and 
was never tired of hearing them sumg in his pres- 
ence. Among these might be mentioned: ‘‘Is My 
Name Written There?’ “In the Sweet Bye and 
Bye,’”’ “I Would Not Live Alway,” “‘When I can 
Read My Title Clear,’’ etc. About two hours before 
his death, in a clear yoice he sang, ‘“‘In the Sweet 

sye and Bye,’’ when he finished he spoke to those 
around him and said that he would soon be with 
Jesus, Ashort time afterwards he was heard to 
speak as if to himself, these words, “the blessed 
Savior,’’ These were his last words. 
In K few moments he became 
uncontcious, andso remained until the end, not 
speaking again. He had previously requested that 
at his funeral the 14th chapter of John should be 
read, and he selected the hymns, ‘‘In the Sweet 
Bye and Bye,’’ ‘‘Is My name Writtea There?”’ and 
“IT would not Liva Alway.’’ 

His request was complied with, and a beautiful 
and impressive discourse was delivered by the 
ofiiciating minister—based upon the l4th chapter 
of John—and the hymns which he had selected 
were beautifully sung by the choir and congrega 
tion, and then his body was laid to rest in Oakland 
cemetery. Il verily believe his soul is at this mo- 
ment with Jesusin paradise, and that he has ere 
this joined in “the melodious songs of the blest,’’

VAN’s IsLanp, 8. C., New Brighton Hotel, 
ast 26, 1825.—My Dear: Here we are, high aud 
dry, and with not a scratch to show of the war we 
have just passed through so bravely. No doubt 
ere this you have read of the terrible cycioue that 
swept over this island during the night of the 2ith 
and the morning of the 25th instant; and yet we 
live to “tell the tale."’ But, tospeak in good faith, 
my dears, it was a most terrific storm, serious in 
effect and manacing in every phase. For long 
hours we were tremulously uncertain as to 
whether or not we should ever again ‘‘staud on 
terra cotta’ (as 4&4 young gentieman of 
Atlanta innocently speaks that well-worn phrase!) 


We bad three rooms in that part of the hotel 
called the Casino. On Monday morning we, with 
a large party, consisting ofsome forty or fifty of 
the geucsts Of the hotel, had a pleasure sail ou the 
tug Barclay, and the affair throughout was a most 
deligbtiul one, save that just before we landed a 
light :sin begantofali. When wearrived at tue 
hotel, sbout 10 p. m., we found that Mr. Barnham 
had waited supper for us, and we enjoyed it very 
mucb, haying a very jolly time, enlivened grcatly 
by spicy speeches by Mr. Walsh, Major Barnes and 
Others. We then enjoyed the ball room for 4 time, 
then strolled on the beach, and, though the wind 
was bigh, nopesaw any signs of theterrific cycione 
which was to wreak such destruction on our Coast 
and amid fair Charieston during the coming night 
and morning. We retired to our rooms »# little 
alter 1 a. m., as we supposed, but in [act the hour 
was aficr 3a m., as Mr. Burnham had slyly set the 
hancs of the clock of the ballroom back three 
hours in order to keep his guests up, he having 
suspected the approach of a tempest of unusual 
force,and wishing them to be wide awake when its 
terrors.end uproar should break upon the island. 
We doubtless would have remained in the baliroom 
danucirg till morning, had pot the musiciaus 

rown weary and stolen away. We went to our 

ds, but not to sleep; for our beds rocked with 
us as the gale increased, like boats on the sea. Ter- 
rified somewhat by such suggestive oscillation, we 
got up and dressed and walked the halls of the ca- 
sino like uneasy spirite,‘‘doomed to walk the earth 
for a certain time.”’ I am not sure thatlI have 
quoted correctly, but I do know that we looked to 
each other, so far as our complexions were cansid- 
ered, like pale specitres affrighted by our well 
foundedimaginipgs oicoming evil. We appre: 
bended great denger, but could not shape tae un- 
seen borrors of orrsouls. Weweremuch nearer 
death than we knew, «carcely nearer thau we 
feared : 

Atsix o'clock Iinformed the casino folks that 
Iwas ecirg to solve some doubts wh‘ch had 
shaped themselves in my mind by paying a visit 
io the cfice of the hotei, which is in tue main 
building—the casino being an extension of the 
original edifice. I hastened to the office and found 
the people of that part of the place in a state 0! 
wild elarm. I then ran back to the casino, told 
all what | and others dreaded, threw my clothing 
into my trunk, and took my little niece, Bertha, 
to the office with all speed. Sister Bertha had al: 
ready packed her trunkgs and dreesed herself and 
children, as is for a journey; and she, holding 
little Acele and clorely followed by her servant, 
also hurric4 to the main building—as indeed did 
everyone in the casino—being thus doubly 
alarmed. We deserted the casinoata little after 
seven a, m., an that building was then swaying to 
and frolikeadrunken man. Intruthits menacing 
motion was both awful and sickening, making the 
bravest of ussilently pray to heaven for time to 
escape the impending disaster. In our excite- 
ment we gave our trunks no thought, but thought 
only that should we escape with our lives only 
that would be most fortunate. Some of the la- 
dies wept, some prayed audibly, and 
even the men seemed to apprehend 
inevitabie destiuction. I tried to keep my cour- 
age, such as I have, steady, and hoved for the best, 
for I think nothing resuits quite as terribly as our 
fears auticipatingly portray. At least two oi! us 
did not lose our appetites—Miss D’Antignac of 
Augusta, and myeelf. We insisted upon having 
some bread and coffee, knowing that we should 
need some sustenance to keep our spirits up amid 
such surroundings, and with such a menacing day 
before us. The cook reiused to go into the 
kiteher for Jove or money, but somebody, I do not 
know who, did make coffee, and bring bread. It 
was well forall thatsuch was provided, for we 
had nothing elseail that day, nor till night to 
give us strength, 

The casino fell in a mass of ruins about an hour 

after we vacated it, 80 elosely was destruction npon 
our bee!s! 
+ During the day Messrs. Fred Jones, Jack Frost, 
warmer ip“heart thanin name, Mr. Gaston, and 
other gentiemen, waded up to the hotel in thoir 
bathing suits and oflered their assistance like gal- 
lant marine knights. They told us that almost every 
boure on the island had been greatly damaged, 
andmany of them totally demolished by the 
storm. Had the storm lasted much longer, we 
shoula bave made an‘attempt to react Fort Moul- 
tree forshelter. Afterthe undermining and fall 
of the’casino we had little hope that the 
main building, in which we were, could long 
resist the violence of the storm. But our time had 
not come, and at four o'clock the wind had lulled 
sufficiently to tempt us to look “— | upon the 
ruins of ourlate rooms andthe ballroom. By 
seven o'clock of that day of terror and danger our 
Spirits bad so recovered their pristine courage 
tbat we tcok a short ride on the beach to view the 
rayeces Of the gale. it wasa dreadfulscene, but 
we were happy—so happy! in being able to thank 
God that we had been spared a most awful death 
amid waves and shattered ruins, 

some peopl: of the islands were injured by fall.- 

pe timbers. but no lives were lost. 

Just before dark a number of men dug from the 
ruins of the casino many trunks—among them 
ours. Of course the trunks were soaking wet 
within as wellas without. Bertha’s zinc trunks 
did not get wet inside. Her other trunksand mine 
did. Of course I was » little 
heart-broken over the ruin within my trunks, 
but everything in them was not spoiled, and as 
the favorite trunk of my family, sofarasI amcon.- 
cerned, the trunk 1 adorn the most, think most of, 
and which has my arms and feet securely attached 
to it—in brief, my own dear seli—escaped all 
damage lI am inclinedto be very happy! Just 
think of it! Wewere not out of the casino an 
hour before it fell to pieccs. 

All who had rooms inthe casino fared worse 
than I did, as they had neglected to put their pos- 
sessions into their trunss before they fled. and the 
greater part was lost or utterly ruined. We now 

ave lovely roomson the first floor of the main 
building, and willremain till next Sunday, as 
another storm like the last may not strike the 
island again for many years. You should see the 
front piezza. Itisiilled with drying clothes, as 
the sun is shining brightly.
